Of the whole number of interments 


indicated above there »ro about 6,900 
known and 1,500 unknown civilians, and 
6 100 known, 3,200 unknown Confeder- 
ates. Of these latter the greater por- 
tion are buried at Woodlawn Cemetery, 
Elmira, K. Y., and Finn's Point Cem- 
etery, near Salem, N. J. 
The inter- 


ments at Mexico City are mainly of 
those who were killed or died in that 
vicinity during the Mexican war, and 
include also such citizens of the United 
States as may have died in Mexico, and 
who under treaty provision have the 
right ot burial therein. From the fore- 
going it will appear that after making 
all proper deductions for civilians and 
Confederates there are gathered in the 
various places mentioned the remains of 
nearly 300,000 men, who at one time 
wore the blue during the late war and 
who yielded up their lives in defense of 
the Government which now so graciously 
cares for their ashes.—National Trib-

The Weight of a Million Dellars. 
In answer to an inquiry by Assistant 


Secretary 
French, the Government 


Actuary, Mr. E. B. Elliott, has fur- 
nished the following information as to 
the weight of a million standard gold 
dollars and that of the same num- 
ber of standard silver dollars : 


The standard gold dollar of the 


United States contains of gold of nine- 
tentha fineness 25.8 grains, and the 
standard silver dollar contains of silver 
of nine-tenths fineness 412.5 grains. 


One million standard gold dollars, 


consequently, weigh 25,800,000 grams, 
or 53,750 ounces troy, or 4,479 1-6 
ixmnds troy of 5,760 grains each, or 
8,685.71 pounds avoirdupois, of 7,000 
grains each, or 1,843-1,000 " short" ton 
of 2,000 pounds avoirdupois each, or 
1,645-1,600 " long" ton of 2,240 pounds 
avoirdupois each. 


One million standard silver dollars 


weigh 412,600,000 grains, or 859,375 
ounces troy, or 71,614.58 pounds troy, 
or 58,928.57 pounds avoirdupois, or 29 
464-1,000 "short" tons of 2,000 pounds 
avoirdupois each,

! Very frequently it occurs that one, 
(hearing of a certain book having been 
[published by the Government, \ushps to 
[obtain a copy, but is ignorant of the 
'manner of procedure necessary to pro 
'cure it. Now, in order to obtain a copy 
of any government publication, you must 
first know the tnll nnmo of the book, the 
author's name, date and department it ib 
published by. Having learned all thia, 
you must next send a letter of request to 
your Congressman or United States Sen- 
ator. Either one will do. The shorter 
your letter the better, as Congressmen 
usually have enough to read without be- 
ing troubled with a long letter which 
can easily be reduced to a dozen words. 
It is not necessary to give your reasons 
for wanting the book, nor is it necessary 
to give your family history, references, 
etc. Secretaries of societies should al- 
ways affix the seal of the society to the 
letters unless the secretary be person- 
ally acquainted with the Congressman 
or Senator. Always be sure and give 
your full address—State, county, city 
and street—and never fail to return the 
enclosed receipt blank to the proper per- 
sons, postage prepaid. 
In ordering 


books always write a separate letter for 
each department. Never -write to two 
different men for the same book, as the 
various departments keep a record of all 
books that go out, and if caught trying 
to get duplicates, without good reasons 
for doing so, yon are liable to fall into 
trouble and not get any books at all.— 
Indianapolis Herald.

Ho will shell peas, broi 
beefsteak and be bossed by a I'hila 
delphia society man, who will act a. 
chief cook and caterer. It has beei 
nearly a century since a President o 
the United States has done precisely 
the same thing at the old castle o 
the "State in Schuykill," on Rambo's 
rock, below Gray's Ferry, Mr. Ar 
thur'sonly Presidential predecessor 
as a guest of the club having beei 
George Washington. 
Among the 


members of the Cabinet who will ac 
company the President as guests o: 
the club, will be Attorney Genera 
Brewster and Secretary of State 
Frelinghuysen. The laws which gov 
ern the State in Schuykill limit th> 
number of guests to.one for each 
member, consequently there can bo 
but twenty-five invited. 


Among them will be Gov. Hoyt 


Chief Justice Waite of the Supreme 
Court, and Chief Justice Sharwood. 
All of the guests will be governec 
during their visit to the club by th< 
rules which have been established foi 
50 years, and which are never BUS 
pended. Thus all the distinguished 
gentlement who attend will be com 
polled to assist in the preparation oi 
the dinner, and will be under the sn 
preme command of the caterer of the 
day until the meal has been prepar 
ed and put upon the table, when the 
governor, Mr. J. T. Thomas, assumes 
His authority.

BOSTON, April 27.—Ralph Waldo 


IJmerson died at his home at Con- 
cord at 9 o'clock this evening. Dur- 
ing the forenoon he did not appear to 
suffer greatly and was apparently 
resting easily.

The Pump Muddle. 


Yesterday the new members of the city 


conncii, with the Mayor, visited the wa- 
«r works and made a persoual examina- 
tion of the two Cameron pnmfie in use 
here. Both pomps were set in motion 
jy Engineer Bnrnett, and it was shown 
iiat owing to the bad arrangement of 
lie pipes connecting with the water mam, 
only one of the pumps could be of service, 
and it alone cannot furnish the required 
pressure at all seasons of the year. Sev- 
eral of the aldermen are of the opinion 
that if the supply pipes can be rearranged 
so that the water forced by both pumps 
can be thrown into the main at the same 
point, then we can get along until the 
council can look about and select a new 
pump that will serve the city for 15 or 20 
years; but one o£ the Cameron pumps is 
old and in bad condition for service in 
case of an emergency which may arise at 
any time, and it will have to be repaired. 
The Holly punip is still hi position at the 
works, but it is used only when the Cam- 
erons are inactive. It requires a great 
amount of steam to keep the Holly in 
motion, more steam than the present 
boilers now iu use will supply. The wa- 
ier supply question is occasioning no 
small amount of discussion in this com- 
munity at present. It is a matter in 
which nearly everybody is personally in- 
terested. The general expression seems 
to bo that the council should proceed at 
once, get a good pump—one that will fur- 
nish water easily—and then put the works 
in first-class condition. "We have nn in- 
exhaustible supply of water, and its de- 
livery in the shops, residences nnd stores, 
is only n matter of good judgment and n 
judicious expenditure of money. 
The 


conncii will probably take some definite 
action at its regular meeting next Mon- 
day night. 
And while the authorities 


are considering the pump question they 
should take preliminary steps toward 
building another water main from the 
works to the city. We have only one 
main now, which is laid OQ South Main 
street. It is liable to become useless. A 
second main should be laid on South 
Water street.
